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REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE - 1963 


To the Voters of the Town of Southborough 


Residents of the town over the past few years are aware 
that it has been faced with a continuous yearly increase in the 
cost of conducting town affairs and supporting its school system. 
While this in itself is to be deplored by the taxpayer, it must be 
recognized as an inevitable trend in a town growing in popu- 
lation at the rate now being experienced in Southborough. It 
does, however, highlight two facts which this Board feels the 


‘voter should keep in mind, (a) careful scrutiny of the needs . 


behind the yearly increases in expense, and (b) the longer term 
need for a sound tax base on which to support these costs. 


For the year 1963, the recommended total budget amounts. 
to $852,738.80 including the wage increases proposed under. 
Warrant Article No. 4 as compared with $772,040.73 voted at, 
last year’s annual ‘meeting or an increase of. 10.4%. 


Available funds or “free cash” on January 1, 1963 as cer- 
tified by the Director of Accounts is $138,650.94 as compared 
with $131,690.82 on January. 1, 1962, out of which latter amount, 
the voters: last year authorized the Board of Assessors to use 
$30,000 for the purpose of reducing the amount to be rasied by 
taxation in 1962. 


With these facts in view, the Advisory Board would call 
particular attention to the following Budget item under Warrant 
Article 7, and certain other Warrant Articles. 


Budget Item No. 33—Water Department 


The recommended amount here for 1963 of $46,870.38, in- 
cluding the proposed wage increases, compares with $36,371.70 
recommended last year and $37.767.70 actually spent or increases 


of 29% and 24% respectively. It is to be noted that the 1962 
recommended figure was based on an estimated number of 33 
new meter installations and that a total of 57 new meters were 
actually installed. In order to do this, the Water Board asked 
and re€eived from the Reserve Fund under the control of the 
Advisory Board, a total of $1,474 not included in the recommen- 
ded figure for 1962 shown above, and also had to seriously 
deplete inventories. 


The recommended amount of $46,870.38 for 1963 is based 
upon an estimated 60 new installations with the same number 
of employees as in 1962. The final budget submitted by the 
Board of Water Commissioners for 1963 was nearly 15% higher 
than this figure and includes an additional regular water de- 
partment employee. 


Any forecast as to the number of installations to be made in 


1963 must be highly problematical and an estimate of 90 or 
even more cannot be termed unreasonable but, in view of the 
already very sharp increase over 1962 contained in the present 
recommendation, this Board is of the opinion that no more 
than this amount should be budgeted. In order to cover the 
exigency of a higher number of installations or of other un- 
expected expense in this as well as other town departments, the 
Advisory Board is recommending under Budget No. 34 that the 
Reserve Fund be increased to $8,000 as against $4,000 in 1962 
through a transfer of funds. 


Warrant Article No. 40 proposes purchase of a tractor- 
mounted back hoe for the Water Department to perform work 
which is currently being let out for hire. This Article together 
with Article No. 29 proposing purchase of a sidewalk snow 
plow, Article 24 proposing acquisition of a permanent dump 
site, and Article No. 32 through 35 concerning acquisition of 
land and construction of new Highway Department buildings 
entail substantial current expenditures and, in the latter two 
instances, commitment to further expenditures over coming 
years. 
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Decision on these questions and others in the Town War- 
raiit should be reached on the basis of weighing the demands of 
current necessity against considered judgment of longer term 
benefits to be achieved despite perhaps current non-essentiality. 


The Advisory Board has met with the Southboro School 
Committee and members have attended several regular school 
committee and meetings of both the Algonquin Regional School 
Committee and the Southborough School Committee. The 
opinions expressed in our 1962 report are repeated this year 
and we feel that effort is being made to hold school expenditures 
at a conservative level in relation to the level of academic 
opportunity made available to the children of the town.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING — MARCH 11, 1963

At the Special Town Meeting duly called and held in the 
Town Hall, Southborough on June 24, 1963 at 7:30 P.M., the 
following Articles were voted upon in legal manner. There was 
a quorum present: (191 voters).

The meeting was called to order at 8:10 P.M. by Moderator, 
James M. Daughan. 


It was unanimously voted to dispense with the reading of 
the warrant. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will authorize the As- 
sessors.to assign numbers to all buildings on any street and to 
provide for numbers on any future buildings and to transfer 
from available funds the necessary money to cover this expense. 


VOTED: That the sum of $600.00 be transferred from 
available funds and that the same be appropriated for the pur- 
pose of assigning numbers to lots and buildings of the town and .

—a sum of money therefor, and to determine how such appro- 
priation shall be raised, whether by transfer from available 
funds, by borrowing or otherwise and to do or act anything in 
relation thereto. 


A motion on the above article was divided upon instruction 
by the Moderator and the following was voted: 
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First vote: VOTED that the School Study ‘Committee, 
originally established by vote taken under Article 33 of the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of March, 1959; as 
amended and affected from time to time by votes taken’ under 
Articles of Warrants for subsequent Town Meetings, be di- 
rected and instructed to make further site studies, and to pre- 
pare plans, specifications and cost estimates for the construction, 
furnishing and equipping of a new elementary school, as recom- 
mended by said Committee, and to report its findings and 
recommendations to the next annual Town Meeting and that 
said Committee be authorized to enter into such contracts and 
agreements as may be necessary for such purposes; and that 
the sum of $32,000.00 be transferred from available funds and 
be appropriated for the use of said Committee in carrying out 


the duties hereby imposed and the authorities hereby granted 
to said committee. 


Second Vote: VOTED that the amount of $10,049.69 ap- 
propriated under Article 39 of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting of March, 1963 and that the balance of $1805.48 
remaining from the appropriations made under Article 16 of 
the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of May 25, 1960 and 
Article 34 of the Annual Town Meeting of March, 1960 be made 
available for the use of said Committee in carrying out the 


duties hereby imposed and the authorities hereby granted to 
said Committee. 


Subsequent to action on the above, the meeting proceeded 
to consider Article 6 of the Warrant. Immediately following the 
making of a motion on this article the quorum was questioned. 
A count of those present resulted and the Moderator was ad- 
vised that there were 122 voters present. Since a quorum is 150 
voters, the Moderator announced that the meeting lacked a 
quorum, 


It was then voted to adjourn the meeting until the next 
annual Town Meeting.

Sir: 


As directed by you, 1 have made an audit of the general 
accounts of the town of Southborough for the period from Oc- 
tober 5, 1961 and of the town collector’s accounts from March 
28, 1962, the dates of the previous examinations, to April 24, 
1963, preparatory to the transfer of the books and accounts to 
the newly appointed town collector, and submit the following 
report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
compared with the books of the town accountant and the town 
treasurer. 


"An arialysis was made of the town accountant’s ledgers, 
the receipts being checked with the treasurer’s books and ‘the 
payments being compared with the warrants authorizing them 
and with the treasurer’s record of payments. The appropriations 
and loan authorizations, as listed from the town clerk’s records’ 
of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the reserve fund 
authorized by the finance committee, were checked with the 
town accountant’s ledger. A trial balance was drawn off, and, 
after the necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were 
made, a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on April 
24, 1963. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and compared with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with other sources 
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from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash balance on 
April 24, 1963 was proved by actual count of the cash in the 
office, by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements 
furnished by the banks in which town funds are deposited, and 
by inspection of the savings bank book. 


The payments made on account of maturing debt and in- 
terest were compared with the amounts falling due and were 
checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The securities and savings bank books, representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer, were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and all transactions were checked in detail. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were 
compared with the tax collector’s books, the reported redemp- 
tions were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, and 
the tax titles on hand were listed, reconciled with the controll- 
ing account in the accountant’s ledger, and further verified by 
comparison with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
and State taxes, the retirement systems, and Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield were examined and checked. The amounts with- 
held were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts and 
the payments to the proper agencies were compared with the 
vouchers on file. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes, excise, and water liens 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, as well as 
all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved with the 
warrants issued by the assessors for their collection. The re- 
corded collections were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s cash book, the abate- 
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ments were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, the transfers to the tax title account were verified ‘by 
comparison with the treasurer’s records of tax titles held by the 
Town and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were checked with the payments to the treasurer and with the 
accountant’s books, the abatements were compared with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant them, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and compared with the ac- 
countant’ s controlling accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


It is recommended that the new town collector make a de- 
termined effort to effect a settlement of the delinquent tax, 
excise, departmental, and water accounts of prior years which 
are long overdue. ; 


The aggregates by levies of the taxes and excise, as well as 
of the departmental and water accounts outstanding on April 
24, 1963, were given to the assessors and other departments 
concerned for use in preparing the recommitments to the new 
town collector, and detailed lists of all the outstanding accounts 
were furnished the new town collector for his use. 


The town clerk’s accounts pertaining to dog and sporting 
licenses ‘issued were examined and checked. The payments to 
the State were verified by comparison with the receipts on file 
and the payments to the town treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s cash book. The town clerk’s cash balance was proved 
by actual count of the cash in the office. 
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The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials 
for the faithful performarice of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen, the sealer 
of weights and measures, and the inspectors of building, wires, 
and plumbing as well as of the police, health and school depart- 
ments, were examined and checked, the recorded payments to 
the treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s receipts. 


. There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, together with schedules showing the condition 
and transactions of the trust and investment funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

The method of providing the Town with information in re- 
gard to the Motor Vehicle Excise has been changed this year. 
This has resulted in some delay in sending out the early bills; 
however, the total amount of Excise Taxes committed this year 
are in excess of those of last year. We look forward to thé 1964 
bills being sent out earlier in the year: Persons who have any 
questions in regard to these taxes should apply promptly for 
atly adjustment. 


The maps which were authorized under Article 42 of the 
March 12th Meeting,-should be completed by May Ist, or 
shortly afterward. These maps should be of benefit to all inter- 
ested parties. Aerial views of different properties will be avail- 
able at a later date. Persons can check with this Department 
as to how they may be obtained. 


The numbering of houses and other buildings should be

The Fayville Village Hall once again was a very active 
place in 1963.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL ; 


To the Board of Selectmen and 
The Citizens of the Town of Southborough: 


Following is my report of some of the activities of the law 
department in 1963. 


Litigation 


The trial of Houde and Crosby suits to recover for injuries 
sustained in 1955, due to an alleged street defect, resulted in 
verdicts for the Town. Messrs. Houde and Crosby, dissatisfied 
with the verdict, claimed new jury trials in the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court, where the cases were settled for $300.00 each. 
Payment of this token amount cost the Town less than would 
have beeri spent for the testimony of physicians specializing in 
brain injuries, engineers, highway employees, police officers, 
hospital records, etc. Medical evidence introduced at the first 
trial indicated that if the injured parties had won, the verdicts 
would have been for the maximum amount permitted in this 
type of suit, or $8,000, to which would be added costs of Court 
and eight year’s interest: The total recovery would probably 
have exceeded $12,000. 


The 1961 suit of William G..Salmon, brought in the Middle- 
sex Superior Court to compel the Selectmen to require William 
G. Binder to discontinue an alleged violation of the Zoning 
Laws, was also won by the Town. On October 7, 1963, Mr. 
Salmon brought another similar suit in the Worcester Superior 
Court for violation of the Zoning Laws. 


Town Counsel entered the case on behalf of the Selectmen 
and the Building Inspector, and at his request, the Court 
brought in Mr. Binder as a party defendant. Trial of the case 
will begin on Tuesday, January 21. 
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- .. In'accordance with the vote of the 1963 annual Town meet- 
ing, the dump Jand on Parkerville Road was taken by eminent 
domain, the Selectmen’s request for an appropriation of $12,000 
having -been. reduced to $6,000, which amount was refused by 
the owner of the land. The suit brought to have damages as- 
sessed by a Jury, will probably be tried before the June recess. 


The Cy Pres suit brought for a decree ordering the method 
of disposition of several Town funds established for various 
purposes, will probably be heard by the Probate Court before 
the annual Town meeting, and if it is, an oral report will be 
made at that time. 


Accident Claims 


A number of claims for injuries, alleged to have been sus- 
tained as a result of defects in public ways, have been investi- 
gated and prepared for trial. One, involving property damage 
and relatively serious personal injuries, was settled for slightly 
under $50.00, one was withdrawn, and four others are still 
pending. 


New School 


Four parcels of land, consisting of about 11% acres on the 
southerly side of Richards Road, for which $12,000 was appro- 
priated in June, were taken by eminent domain. 


Zoning and Subdivision Control 


. Zoning and Subdivision Control Laws are ever increasing 
the duties of municipal legal officers. This condition will prob- 
ably exist for the forseeable future, or at least until new legisla- 
tion authorizes or requires some type of regional zoning, admin- 
istered by personnel properly educated, trained and experienced 
in such fields. ‘Such personnel should be particularly trained in 
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fields. relating to constitutional rights, privileges-arid duties, not 
only of those who prepare and administer the laws, but of those 
whose use of their property is restricted as well. All too often 
the zeal of idealists who seek to preserve esthetic values causes 
them to become blind to the constitutional rights of others. 
Many clearly unconstitutional.laws have created false, concep- 
tions, and have brought about conditions which must inevitably 
cause chaos for those whose fortunes and futures have been 
based upon them. Many fortunes will collapse when the consti- 
tutionality of some of those laws has been tested. 


Town Counsel has always urged extreme caution in the 
adoption of By-laws which reqiiiré a minimum size for lots. The 
belief seems to be general that municipalities may restrict lot 
sizes to a minimum of one, two, four, or-more acres. The Courts 
have not passed upon the constitutionality of such restrictions, 
but in the opinion of Town Counsel, extreme caution is required 
until the Court has done so. 


Miscellaneous 


In addition to the routine matters, such as preparing all 
Articles and Votes for town meetings, attendance at meetings 
of town officers, etc., a great deal of time is required in running 
down complaints of zoning violations, applying new laws and 
preparation of opinions and treatises relative to the same, pre- 
paring and issuing various types of permits, some of which are 
very intricate, investigating complaints of flood conditions, oral 
and written opinions to town officers, and similar types of 
activities,

In the year 1963 53 permits for sewage disposal installations 
were approved. 


Licenses issued under the authority of the Board numbered 
46. 


On October 29, 1963, because of numerous and continuing 
complaints of odor from the waste disposal system of the Deer- 
foot Farms plant of the Hygrade Food Products Corporation, a 
‘meeting was held under the auspices of The Board of Selectmen. 
All phases of the problem were explored and discussed. It was 
determined that the new system was about to be placed in op- 
eration. Progress reports as to the operation of the system were 
demanded, and have been submitted by the firm of Metcalf and 
Eddy. These reports indicate that anticipated function is being 
achieved. 


Also in 1963 Sabin Oral Poliomyelitis Vaccine, types I, II, 
and III, were distributed at three clinics to all candidates 
through age 18. 


As in past years Diphtheria, Pertussis and Tetanus vaccine 
injections were offered and given to pre-school children. Smalil- 
pox vaccinations were given to candidates for the first grade. 
This is a continuing service.

The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age As- 
sistance submits the following report of its work for the past 
year ending on December 31, 1963. 


Old Age Assistance 


Twenty-five persons were assisted during 1963. Of the per- 
sons so aided, four came from other Towns for whom South- 
borough was fully reimbursed ; for six others, the State assumed 
full financial responsibility. Two former Southborough residents 
were aided in other communities and the proportionate share of 
their support was charged against this Town. 


There were four new applications and one re-opened for 
Old Age Assistance, three of which were approved and one 
denied. Five accounts were closed, two by removal to another 
Town or City, two by transferring to Medical Assistance for the 
Aged, and one by death. 


We continue to be reimbursed in accordance with Chapter 
801 of the Acts of 1951 of the General Laws through refunds 
from sale of real estate on which we had placed an Old Age 
Assistance Real Estate Lien. This year the total was $2500. 


Reimbursement for a part of the expenditures under Old 
Age Assistance is received regularly from the Federal and State 
Governments. ; 
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Medical Assistance for the Aged 


Sixteen persons were assisted in 1963 under this category 
which helps to meet the needs of the aged when under the strain 
of heavy medical expenses. There were nine new applications, 
of which six were approved. (Three were transferred from Old 
Age Assistance) one was denied, one died before being aided 
and one was referred to the Winchester Fund. Four cases’ were 
closed, two by death,-one by transferral to Old Age Assistance, 
and one by removal to another Town. There is reimbursement 
by both Federal and State Governments for a portion of the 
expenditures. : . 


Aid to Families of Dependent Children 


During the year 1963, aid was rendered to seven families 
with seventeen children. There were five new applications, of 
which, one was denied. Three cases were transferred to other 
Cities and Towns and one mother returned to employment. 
These expenditures are also partly reimbursed by Federal and 
State Governments. 


Dissability Assistance 


We have had approval by the Medical Review Section of 
the Department of Public Welfare to render aid in one case. 
These expenditures are also shared by the Federal and State 
Governments by reimbursements to the Town. 


General Relief 


Eleven persons were aided on a temporary basis with four 
new applications. We received full reimbursement from the 
State in two cases, from a City in one case and in one case, by 
the individual so aided. 


May we express, again this year, our appreciation of the 
cooperation given us by organizations and individuals in helping 
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to meet the needs of the less fortunate. Some of these needs 
were also met by well established local charitable Funds, 
namely, the John L. Bacon Fund, the Winchester Fund, the 
Ruth Harrington Fund and the Clarrisa Clapp Fund. Small pay- 
ments have also been contributed by the Francena Buck Fund. 


Further clarification of the use of this charitable Fund, one-third 
of which was designated in her will for the “poor” of the Town, 
will be made at the annual Town meeting. The bills so paid are 
those incurred by families usually not in receipt of any category 
of assistance and cover heavy drug and doctors expenses, hos- 
pital bills, eye and extensive dental care, the latter particularly 
among school children. The availability of such funds is of defi- 
nite value in famiiles with several children, particularly since 
medical expenses are often out of proportion to family income. 
The use of these funds also reduces the necessity of a larger 
local appropriation for Welfare.

The Board of Trustees of the Fay Library met eleven times 
during the year 1963, 


The Fay Library’s greatest and proudest accomplishment 
for the year was the opening of the Robinson Memorial Chil- 
dren’s Room the week of April 21st. The room is a popular and 
attractive place for the children; the traffic is considerable. 
There were three part-time Childrens’ Librarians at the begin- 
ning: Mrs. John Bennett, Mrs. Joseph Pelusso, Mrs. William 
Davis and Miss Laura Davis who served on Saturdays, and 
substituted for Mrs. Bennett during the summer months, In 
October, Mrs. Albert Woodward replaced Mrs. Bennett and 
Mrs. Davis; Mrs. Pelusso is on duty on Wednesdays, and Miss 
Laura Davis on Saturdays. More and more books are being 
purchased for the Children from the Buck Fund and from the 
usual annual appropriation for books. A good many of the 
juvenile books had to be replaced after years of handling. 


Other major undertakings for the year were the installa- 
tion of an iron railing on the front steps of the Library, and 
putting in of proper lighting and flooring for the new stacks. 


The Trustees were saddened immeasurably by the untimely 
death of their co-Trustee and Treasurer, Mrs. Dwight Priest. 
Her enthusiasm and devoted service were tremendous factors 
in the improved features of the Library. After her death, Mrs. 
Cameron Bradley was voted in as Treasurer, and Mrs. Roland 
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D. Sawyer, Jr., as Secretary. Mrs. Joseph Callaghan was ap- 
pointed to fill Mrs. Priest’s unexpired term on the Board. 


Another loss was the resignation of Mrs. John Burke. She 
served long and faithfully as a Trustee. Her resignation was 
accepted with regret, and appreciation for her loyalty. Mrs. 
Hudson Hoagland was elected in March to replace Mrs. Burke;

REPORT OF THE TOWN COLLECTOR 


January 25, 1964 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen

During 1963 the Industrial Commission pursued the follow- 
ing projects: 


1. Soils Survey. 


The Commission sebdionc a quotation from the North- 
eastern Worcester County Soil Conservation District for a de- 
tailed mapping and interpretive soils report of the town. Such 
survey would have been of value to industrial developers in 
establishing sub-soil and drainage conditions. 


The Commission further secured a written pledge from the 
Wilmington Development Company to underwrite the $1,065.00 
cost of the survey. A suitable Article enabling the Commission 
to proceed in this matter was included in the Warrant for the 
June 24th Town Meeting. The Meeting, however, adjourned 
before considering the Article. Thus, no further action has been 
possible on this project. 


2. Mass. Department of Commerce Brochure of Available In- 
dustrial Land Sites. 


The Commission provided owners of industrial zoned prop- 
- erty with the necessary information and forms to have their 
property included in the brochure. 


3. Statistical Project. 


The Commission initiated a project to develop statistical 
information as to the percentage represented by industrial acre- 
age in the Town to total tax revenue, total valuation, and total 
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acreage. It was contemplated that this information when com- 
pared to similar data for other towns would be of interest to 
townspeople in considering present and future problems in rela- 
tion to industrial development in the town. 

No progress on the project can be reported at this time be- 
cause the workload of the Board of Assessors has not permitted 
time to prepare the necessary data.

To Citizens and Taxpayers

On March 19, 1963 the Board organized as follows:

The Board met on Tuesday evenings at 7:30 p.m. for the 
weekly meetings, also having many special meetings for various 
reasons. 


Attempt was made under Article 24 of the 1963 Town’s 
vote to purchase the land on Parkerville Road for the Town 
dump. The R & S Construction Company was offered $6,000.00. 
but said Company would not accept this offer. The Board has 
taken necessary steps to acquire this land by eminent domain 
but as of this date no settlement has been made. 


The resignation of Mrs. Urquhart effective April 22, 1963 
as Town Collector was accepted and several interviews were 
held with town citizens before the appointment of Walter F. 
White was made. The Director of Accounts was requested to 
make an audit of the books which is shown in the Annual Re- 
port. 


A new Ford station-wagon type Police Cruiser was pur- 
chased for the Police Department. A new International pick-up 
truck was purchased for the Highway Department. 


Chapter 90 construction was completed on Framingham 
Road and the first portion of Marlborough Road was started. 
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The completion of. Marlborough Road will take two more years 
(1964 and 1965) due to drainage that must be installed to meet 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works standards. 


Woodland Road construction was started this year and it 
is anticipated that the project will be completed in 1964. 


As in the past as well as in the future drainage has been a 
deep concern to the Board of Selectmen. We have had a great 
many problems trying to correct the inadequate drainage that 
exists. We strongly urge the Town to act favorably on requests 
contained in the years warrant for drainage work to be done on 
Atwood Road and Highland Street under Article 32. The Board 
has had an engineer lay out plans for this project which we do 
know is costly but feel that it is a must. 


The Board has worked in setting up a new plan to save 
cost on insurance. A new insurance plan for fire and extended | 
coverage (including windstorm) is now available for public 
and institutional properties. This would mean a substantial sav- 
ings on insurance cost and is known as the “Pip” plan. The 
Town can have preferred ratings upon completion of certain 
requirements with the benefit of excellent insurance protection 
with the lowest possible rate. The two requirements are as 
follows: 


1, Annual statement of value of buildings and contents. 


x oe Quarterly Self Inspection Form to be made out and sub- 
mitted to the Insurance Company. 


This plan, we anticipate, will be effective in 1964 and will insure 
the Town with more adequate coverage on Town buildings and 


contents. 


Also, under our Insurance Program the Board has covered 
the Police and Fire Departments with Accidental Injury and 
Blanket Medical Expense Policies.

Gentlemen : 


In 1963, the Personnel Board devoted its attention pri- 
marily to centralizing records and establishing personnel pro- 
cedures for the Town. 


The by-law has been reprinted and was diana with 
the Town Reports. A standard personnel records system has 
beencset up and is located in the Selectmen’s office. Mrs. Ida 
McHugh, Selectmen’s Clerk, is also serving as Personnel Board 
clerk and has done a fine job for us. 


We hope soon to install a revised payroll warrant for town 
use which will be a big help in recording items such as paid 
sick leave, compensatory time and vacations. 


We have made no recommendations for wage or fringe 
benefit increases in 1964, but we will present recommendations 
and warrant articles in 1965. Although we recognize the need 
for economy in town government, we feel that economies should 
not be achieved by paying less than fair wages and fringes. We 
will be studying these two areas during 1964, in addition to the 
week to week work with job descriptions, classification, and 
wage rates. 

_ Members of the Town Boards and Commissions are becom- 


ing more familiar with the personnel by-law, and we appreciate 
their help and cooperation during the year past. -

There were 27 meetings and drills conducted throughout 
the year. We were fortunate in obtaining the services: of Deputy 
Chief Jerry Burns of the Framingham Fire Department to. con- 
duct the drills in the fall. He is the drill officer for the Framing- 
ham Fire Department. 


Deputy Chief Burns will return in 1964 to conduct another 
ten drill sessions. 


There was an orderly transfer of authority on July Ist, 
when Chief John W. Boland retired and Chief Edward F. Brock 


assumed command.

In August the Southboro Fire Department was called to 
Framingham to assist at the general alarm fire at the Centre 
Coal & Oil Company. For their actions at this fire they received 
a commendation from Chief Clyde Van Duzer of the Framing- 
ham Fire Department. 


Fire conditions became so extreme in October that the 
Governor was forced to close the woods. Fire loss during this 
period was kept to a minimum through ‘the combined efforts of 
the police and fire departments. Continuous patrols by both 
departments and the volunteering of the firemen to stay in the 
Station provided the town with maximum protection. Also dur- 
ing this period protective strips were burned around the Parker- 
ville Rose. dump end behind the South Union School. 


Right menial of- the Southboro Fire Department attended 
a.three day seminar on fire fighting techniques in Worcester in 
September. 


The Fire Department Civil Defense Auxiliary has been re- 
organized under the direction of. Deputy Chief. Ramelli and as- 
sisted by Lts. Aspinwall and Stockwell. Semi-monthly drills are 
now being conducted. 


An active program is planned for the year 1964, beginning 
with a First Aid Course in February conducted. by a Red Cross 
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instructor. This will be followed by an outdoor drill session 
conducted by Deputy Chief Burns. 


It is also planned to send men to the seminar in Worcester 
again this year and also to the Civil Defense Rescue School in 
Topsfield, Mass.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Southborough : 


The Southborough School Committee presents herewith its 
annual report for the year nineteen hundred and sixty-three and 
its budget for the fiscal year nineteen hundred and sixty-four. 


Reasons for Increase in Budget 


Following this brief report the budget for the Southbor- 
ough elementary and junior high schools for nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four is shown in detail. There is an increase of $48,- 
267.90 in the nineteen hundred and sixty-four budget over nine- 
teen hundred and sixty-three. Of this amount, $36,043.19 is 
attributal'to teachers’ salaries. The increase in teachers’ salaries 
is brought about by two factors; namely, the addition of six 
teachers to the faculty since June of nineteen hundred and sixty- 
three and a general salary increase. If Southborough is to attract 
and hold strong teachers, it must pay competitive salaries. Your 
attention is called to the salary schedule for nineteen hundred 
and sixty-four which will be found at the end of the budget. 


The second largest area of budget increase is in school 
plant maintenance which is shown in the budget under the 
headings of “Outlay” and “Repairs.” There is an increase of 
$6,620.00 for this purpose. Work proposed for nineteen hundred 
and ‘sixty-four includes both interior and exterior painting of 
the Peters School, hardtopping of play areas at both Woodward 
and South Union Schools, plus improvement of classroom light- 
ing at the South Union School. 


It should also bz pointed out that there will be an in- 
crease of $16,638.42 in the Southborough assessment for the 
operating and debt retirement budget of the Algonquin Regional 
High School. Likewise, there will be an increase of $3,350.00 in

the Vocational Education Budget. These factors will result in a 
grand total increase in the cost of education for Southborough 
in nineteen hundred and sixty-four of $68,256.32, reflecting over- 
all a rapid increase in enrollments. 


Failure of the Master Plan and School Costs 


The end result of increasing enrollments must be increasing 
teaching staffs and expanded physical facilities. One way to 
control the population explosion is via a Master Plan. The major 
recommendation of the Master Plan for Southborough was “a 
general increase in lot size for future residential development” 
(see page “i” of Master Plan). On the assumption that South- 
borough would adopt this major recommendation, the Master 
Plan projectzd school enrollments to nineteen hundred and 
eighty. On October first, nineteen hundred and sixty-three, 
seven hundred and sixty-one pupils were enrolled in grades one 
through eight. The Master Plan estimates an enrollment for 
these grades of eleven hundred in nineteen hundred and seventy 
and fourteen hundred and fifty in nineteen hundred and eighty. 
But Southborough has not adopted the Master Plan suggestion 
of larger lot size; therefore, it is logical to assume that the 
school population will increase much more rapidly than was 
projected in the Master Plan. This will mean constantly increas- 
ing school costs because of an accelerating enrollment. 


Federal and State Aid. 


United States Public Law #874 entitles towns which have 
a certain proportion of their enrollment made up of the children 
of federal employees to apply for financial relief from the United 
States government. Southborough has qualified for this federal 
aid and has received a grant of $3,733.00 the school year nine- 
teen hundred and sixty-two to nineteen hundred and sixty-three. 
In addition Southborough anticipates State educational reim- 
bursement of $88,036.55 (see Anticipated Revenue in nineteen 
hundred and sixty-four budget). 
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School Buses 


State law requires that transportation shall be furnished 
for all persons living two miles or more from the school which 
they are entitled to attend. Massachusetts provides substantial 
reimbursement on the transportation of all pupils carried one 
and one-half miles or more. No reimbursement is received for 
pupils transported less than one and one-half miles. South- 
borough School Committee policy has been to transport all 
pupils living one mile or more from.-school. Because of numer- 
ous complaints that children living under the one-mile limit are 
obliged to travel on hazardous roads, the Committee has in- 
serted an article in the Town Warrant which will give the 
citizens of the Town an opportunity to provide transportation 
for all children if they so desire. As a matter of record, sub- 
stantially complete reimbursement is received from the State of 
Massachusetts on the transportation of all Southborough stu- 
dents in Algonquin Regional High School. 


Continued Use of South Union School 


Because of the increasing burden of school costs, your 
present School Committee definitely plans to continue to use the 
South Union School ; further, it intends to continue to improve 
the building and grounds. This is why, for example, a new fire 
escape has just been installed. 


Entrance Age 


At a fall meeting of the PTA, concern was expressed by 
certain PTA members about the present entrance age to grade 
one, which is six years on January First. Feeling was expressed 
that the entrance age should be raised. 


In the opinion of the School Committee it would be wise to 
raise the entrance age for several reasons: (1) Southborough 
children, when they enter Algonquin, must compete with more 
mature Northborough pupils because the Northborough en- 
trance age is six years by September Fifteenth. Many authori- 
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ties point out that older children have fewer emotional and 
adjustment problems all the way through school. It is hoped 
that this problem will be considered jointly by the PTA, inter- 
ested parents, and the School Committee. 


Teacher Procurement 


With the new teacher salary schedule; both in South- 
borough and-at Algonquin, the School Committees are insisting 
on a considerably more aggressive teacher recruitment program 
with the hope of attracting the arongsst possible teachers to 
our school system. fo 


Open. Meetings 


We hope that every citizen thoroughly understands that all 
school committee meetings are open to the public, and that all 
actions taken are a matter of public record. We wish we had 
larger attendance of interested persons at our meetings. We 
cordially invite one and all to our meetings.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Southborough: 


It is both a responsibility and a privilege to submit this my 
sixteenth annual report as Superintendent of the Southborough 
Public Schools. These years have witnessed many changes in 
the outward and-inward nature of the community educational 
service. We are now in a period of significant community 
growth. It is of vital importance that school development shall 
keep pace with this growth in quality as well as in quantity. We 
should all remember that there are three basic elements which 
are constantly present in any successful educational program. 
The first requisite is an able, alert, and devoted teaching staff. 
The second element involves a school committee and profes- 
sional administration which is idealistic, progressive in method, 
and dedicated to the service of children. The third condition is 
that of interested and enlightened public support, both moral 
and financial. 


TWO CRITICAL ISSUES—The Southborough schools 
are completely out of reserve space. Next September, unfortu- 
nately, there will be overcrowding in some classrooms, Unless 
new construction is started this spring, the Southborough 
schools will face double sessions in the fall of 1965. The South- 
borough School Housing Committee has worked diligently over 
the past year to plan a new building to serve the south part of 
the Town. This Committee has earned the support of the com- 
munity on this project. 


The second major problem lies in the adjustment of teacher 
salary schedules in relation to overall supply and demand. It is 
true that there are not enough well-qualified teachers available 
to meet the demand of swelling enrollments everywhere. The 
Southborough schools, over a period of several years, have been 
paying slightly more than neighboring communities in order to 
successfully attract the more able candidates. The Massachu- 
setts Legislature brought about an upheaval and a general up- 
ward adjustment of teacher salary levels recently when it raised 
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the legal minimum from $4,000 to $4,500. There is a bill now 
before the State Legislature t ofurther increase minimum sal- 
aries to $5,000. The Southborough School Committee has voted 
to offer a minimum of $5,000 beginning next September and 
hopes for community support for this policy. It is only fair to 
point out that young college graduates are commanding at least 
a thousand dollars more than this figure from industry. Under 
these conditions, it is felt that the salary action taken will serve 
well the interests of children in the Town. 


PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES—GUIDANCE 


Over the past three years, three special services have been 
added to the Southborough public school program and are al- 
ready proving their worth. A professional guidance counsellor 
has been available on a quarter-time basis in the junior high 
school and is being increased to half time next September. Edu- 
cational and vocational guidance counselling has been recog- 
nized as a service of prime importance at the senior high school 
level for many years. Its value at junior high school is more 
fully accepted, most particularly in relation to the thoughtful 
planning of the high school course. This service is also helpful 
in part time job placement. It assists our junior high school 
youth to outline clear educational and vocational objectives and 
provides guidance in time of individual academic crisis. 


PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES— 
INTENSIVE READING 


The immediate availability of an intensive reading teacher 
whose function it is to provide coaching help for those students 
who are experiencing significant difficulty in reading, has dem- 
onstrated its value over the past three years. The purpose of 
this program is to provide intensive reading instruction for 
those children whose achievement in reading falls significantly 
below their-levels of expectancy. The criterion for participation 
in the program is the existence of a notable gap between the 
child’s current reading achievement and his capacity for achieve- 
ment as indicated by his age and level of intelligence. Through 
a series of screening procedures it is possible to detect such 
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cases of reading disability and, with closer examination, to de- 
sign a program of modified instruction to supplement his class- 
room instruction. In every elementary school population, a cer- 
tain number of such cases can be found. To locate such children, 
to diagnose their difficulties, and to make provision for their 
instructional needs is a responsibility which cannot be ignored, 
and which requires personnel, time, and facilities beyond the 
classroom. : 


Classes range in size from one to four pupils. With a few 
exceptions they come daily for half-hour sessions. In so far as 
possible, these children are grouped on the basis of similar 
needs, disabilities, and achievement, and a wide variety of books, 
learning materials, and reading devices are available to meet 
the various instructional needs. As soon as some of these chil- 
dren show adequate progress and renewed confidence, their 
schedules are reduced in order that available time be given to 
other children deemed in need of this type of instruction. 


Part of the intensive reading teacher’s time is spent in co- 
operative planning with all elementary teachers for the purpose 
of improving classroom practices, and of suggesting ways of 
aiding individual children whose problems may be only tempo- 
rary. As a result of these conferences several children recorded 
as having serious reading gaps have been reported as doing very 
satisfactory work in their present grades. This fact suggests the 
value and need of teacher judgment in the interpretation of any 
test results. 


PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES— 
SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELLOR 


A long-recognized need has been satisfied this year in the 
provision of a full-time school adjustment counsellor who is es- 
pecially trained to work with children and their parents in cases 
where the children are beset by critical emotional problems. 
This new service is heavily subsidized by the State of Massa- 
chusetts ($4500 reimbursement) and is part of a State-wide 
attack on the problem of emotional maladjustment in the schoois 
of the. Commonwealth. The program was established by the 
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Massachusetts Legislature after careful evaluation of available 
sociological and psychological research results. It is based on 
the conviction that education in a democratic society must be 
concerned with the whole child. Education must offer each 
child more than the opportunity to-develop‘his academic poten- 
tial to the fullest possible degree. It must also encourage him 
to grow in physical well-being, in personality development, and 
in social adjustment, if he is to become a citizen who will con- 
tribute to our democratic way of life. 


‘Frequently, for any number of reasons, a child’s ability to 
grow in one or many of these areas becomes inhibited. It is the 
task of the School Adjustment Counsellor to help such a child 
free himself from those crippling inhibitions so hecan utilize the 
educational, personal, and social opportunities being offered 
him. The tool for this task is counselling and it requires the 
cooperation of parents, school personnel and community leaders 
to be effective. If a child requires more specialized help than can 
be offered in the school setting, he is referred to an appropriate 
resource for such Help. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARY A glaring deficiency 
in the overall Southborough educational program exists in the 
lack of a central junior high school library. Our elementary 
schools are firmly committed to a classroom library program 
which is closely related to our basic reading program and which 
is working in an entirely satisfactory manner. This type of pro-- 
gram, however, is awkward and inefféctive with the depart- 
mentalized organization which is customary at the junior high 
~ school level. The academic progress of our children in grades 
seven and eight is being handicapped by the lack of a facility 
which is taken for granted in good school systems everywhere 
today. At this. writing, there is no space available. However, 
when the proposed new building in Southville is opened, one 
room at the Woodward School should be immediately devoted 
to this purpose, with adequate provision being made for equip- 
ment arid librarian service. Public support for this step will be 
most helpful in bringing it about at the proper time which we 
have every reason to believe should be in September, 1965. 
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CURRICULUM = Curriculum revision continues: in all our 
schools and copies of our elementary social studies and English 
guides are in the process of distribution to all elementary teach- 
ers with science and spelling soon to follow. The joint reading 
committee of both the towns of Southboro and Northboro are 
working steadily on our new reading curriculum under the 
leadership of the intensive reading teachers. First draft guides 
are now being used throughout the junior high except in the 
area of reading. 


The S.R.A. Reading Laboratories continue to be an integral 
part of our reading instruction in all grades. The laboratories 
provide multi-level reading instruction on an individual basis to 
accommodate the vast range of differences found in reading 
ability. In addition, we are experimenting with a programmed 
course in vocabulary development in 7A and 8A reading groups 
during this second half of the school year at the junior high 
school level. Careful analysis of this type of programming will 
be made in June. 


All elementary teachers participated in a workshop on 
“Modern Mathematics” held at the Maple Street School in 
Northborough on October 11, 1963. Other participating towns. 
were Northborough, Westborough, and Shrewsbury. In Sep-. 
tember we anticipate introducing one of the new programs at 
primary level. 


With the employment of an additional part-time English 
teacher, the language arts curriculum has been further strength- 
ened in the area of English grammar. In addition the basic read- 
ing system has been extended through the eighth grade. 


The junior high faculty is to be commended for the estab- 
lishment of a faculty study group which meets every Monday 
afternoon at the close of school. Their first project for 1964 is 
a proposed revision of the junior high marking system. They are 
concerned with formulating an objective and improved marking 
system for the three homogeneous groups in the seventh and 
eighth grades, 
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This report would not be complete without generous recog- 
nition and appreciation of the painstaking effort of every mem- 
ber of the teaching staff in bringing about a year of good prog- 
ress in the Southborough Schools .-

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Northborough and Southborough: 


Almost seventy-five percent of the budget submitted for the operation 
of Algonquin Regional High School is designated for teachers salaries. We 
feel that the relatively large share of the total budgets of the towns of 
Northborough and Southborough which are taken by this budget item, and 
the fact that it has again been necessary to raise teachers salaries this 
year, make it appropriate that this report concerns itself primarily with 
teachers and their salaries, 


To some degree since World War II, and especially since 1957, when 
the Russians orbitted the first satellite, those interested in public educa- 
tion have made the general public aware of the “teacher shortage.” In a 
strict sense there is no teacher shortage for there are not many classrooms 
that do not actually have teachers. However, there is a very great difference 
in the character, intellect, education and professional spirit of the best of 
these teachers as compared tot the worst. What is really meant by the 
teacher shortage is that there is a shortage of teachers who have the 
minimum qualifications that we have come to expect. 


Expectations of minimum qualifications seem to have risen dramatically 
during these last few years. The higher average educational level of the 
parents of the present school children, the increased technological orienta- 
tion of the country, and many other social and economic factors have made 
people aware of the quality of the education their children receive. Since 
the quality of the teachers involved must certainly be the single most im- 
portant factor in education, those towns that wished to act to better their 
children’s education have begun by recruiting the most qualified teachers 
they can afford. Highly qualified teachers have thus found themselves to 
be very much in demand. 


The range in the quality of teachers in any school is likely to be great, 
but because of long traditions in public school systems all teachers in a 
system start at the same salary and receive increases for each year of 
service up to a maximum, and for furthering their own education. It there- 
fore often happens in a school that the mediocre teacher and the best 
teacher receive the same salary. If another school system with a higher 
salary schedule wishes to hire one of these teachers away, they will of 
course make their offer to the best teacher. The school system’ with a 
salary schedule lower than that of systems with which it competes for 
teachers will tend to accumulate its mediocre teachers as its best ones leave. 


The competition is primarily for the best teachers, and particularly 
for those in certain fields such as science and mathematics. Other towns 
with whom we compete for the available qualified teachers have been in- 
creasing their salary schedules in order to obtain qualified teachers, and, 
‘ eee is not to fall hopelessly in its standards, we will have to 
o the same, 


While the salary paid is a very important factor in recruiting and hold- 
ing good teachers, it is not the only one. The best teachers take profes- 
sional pride in the quality of their teaching, and this requires adequate text- 
books, and many other facilities and services which are well provided for 
at Algonquin. Further, most teachers feel that they can perform well with- 
in the structure of educational policies at Algonquin. While not experi- 
mental, these educational policies do include those modern approaches to 
education which have proved useful elsewhere and which are practicable 
for Algonquin.

Perhaps Algonquin’s greatest asset at the present time is the high 
morale of its teaching staff. The relationship between the Regional School 
Committee, the administrators and the teachers has provided an atmosphere 
which encourages professional pride in the classroom teacher. Indeed, Al- 
gonquin is acquiring a reputation among teachers in this area as a good 
school in which to teach. We value this attitude very highly, for we feel 
that it will have a profound effect upon the value of the education the 
students receive. 


Southborough and Northborough have much to be proud of in the 
quality of the education their children are receiving. The financial burden 
on the communities has been large, but a high school of the caliber of Al- 
gonquin could not have been developed without these funds. We shall con- 
tinue our attempts to strengthen those areas which are weak, and this 
committee will be grateful for your suggestions and cooperation. 


We wish to thank the administrators and staff at Algonquin for their 
efforts in furthering the education of the students. Our special thanks go 
to the teachers at Algonquin, for it is the quality of the relationship be- 
tween a student and his teacher in the classroom which provides the dif- 
ference between a mediocre education and a good one.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Northborough and Southborough: 


Presented herewith is the fifth annual report of Algonquin Regional High 
School. Most significant among the events of Nineteen Hundred and Sixty- 
three has been the formal evaluation of the school by the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. While the evaluation re- 
port was laudatory in general, there are many areas in which improve- 
ment has been recommended. A progress report on these recommendations 
will be due to the Association in Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-five. It is 
of real importance that every effort be made to comply with all workable 
suggestions for improvement. In many cases, this result can be accomplished 
by the faculty and administration without outside help. On some business 
and maintenance items the active cooperation of the School Committee has 
been required. A few of the recommendations will be reflected in the operating 
budget. Among these is the indicated need for placing the assistant principal, 
the school nurse, and the art instructor on a full-time basis. It is also 
recommended that the guidance staff should be increased from one and one- 
half to two full-time counsellors, Public support for these necessary exten- 
sions in service will be most helpful. 


It has been suggested that some explanation as to how the evaluation 
procedure works would be welcome. Throughout the United States, the 
matter of accreditation of secondary schools is handled ‘by regional accredit- 
ing associations. For New England, the responsible group is the New Eng- 
land Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The current program 
began in Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-five at which time it was understood 
that all secondary schools which wish to be accredited would apply for 
evaluation to the N.E.A.CS.S. between Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-five 
and Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-five. There are two steps in the evalua- 
tion procedure Using materials provided by the Association, the Algonquin 
faculty made an exhaustive study of its own strengths and weaknesses 
during Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-two and reported its findings to the 
Association accordingly. In January of Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-three, 
the second step in the evaluation took place when a group of twenty-one 
educators, selected by the New England Association, made a_ three-day, 
on-the-spot, study of all phases of our high school operation. This group 
reported back to the Association favorably and, as a result, we now have 
full membership in the Association as an accredited school. The procedure, 
however, is not yet complete. In January of Nineteen Hundred and Sixty- 
five, it will be necessary to report back to the Association on our progress 
in complying with the specific recommendations made by the evaluating 
committee. In Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight a final report will have 
to be filed with the Association. At that time we will be held responsible 
for having complied with substantially all of the recommendations. It is 
possible and proper for the school being accredited to ask to be excused 
from a few of the recommendations on the grounds that the recommenda- 
tions themselves were not valid, provided that this device is not abused. 
If the five-year report is found to be acceptable, the accreditation will be 
continued through the decade from Nineteen Hundred Sixty-five to Nine- 
teen Hundred and Seventy-five. During this ten-year period, however, it 
will be necessary for each school to voluntarily submit itself for_re-evalua- 
tion if the accreditation is to be continued beyond that point. Presumably 
we will be requesting re-evaluation about the year Nineteen Hundred and 
Seventy. In the meantime, provided our two progress reports are accepted 
as satisfactory, student transcripts submitted for college entrance will bear 
the notation of our accreditation by the N.E.A.C.S.S. 


The same general pattern is used in the evaluation by the visiting com- 
mittee as was used by the Algonquin staff in its self-evaluation. The first

element is comparison against a universal checklist. The second factor is 
a report in the form of commendations and recommendations. In the case 
of Algonquin, the commendations were strong and numerous, while the 
recommendations, in general, were minor and considerably less in number. 
The visiting committee, in its oral report to the faculty, were very obviously 
impressed with the conditions prevailing throughout this high school. 


It should be of interest to note that the policy of the accrediting as- 
sociations is to ask each school to define carefully its fundamental educa- 
tional philosophy. The school is then examined to see how well it is in 
fact carrying out its own stated objectives. Please note that there is no 
dictation of objectives from any central controlling source, but rather an 
intensely democratic procedure in which the school is measured on its suc- 
cess in implementing its own stated purposes. While the evaluation report 
probably contains too much specific detail to be of general interest to the 
public as a whole, we would be very happy to make it available to interested 
citizens who would like to read the full text. We wish to acknowledge here, 
publicly, our indebtedness to the twenty-one teachers and administrators 
who made up the evaluation team. These people served without renumera- 
tion and have been most helpful to this school in its striving toward further 
positive development. The evaluation report itself is very comprehensive 
and includes sub-reports under twenty-two separate headings which are 
listed here to give the reader an indication of the thoroughness of the study. 
Reports are included covering the following areas: arts and crafts, business 
education, driver education, English, foreign languages, guidance service, 
historical background, home economics, industrial arts, instructional ma- 
terials services, mathematics, music, philosophy and objectives, physical 
education, program of studies, school and community, school plant, school 
staff and administration, science, social studies, and student activity. 


Upon receipt of the evaluation report last spring, the faculty, adminis- 
tration, and School committee have been following through in complying 
with the recommendations as rapidly as psosible. In general, all recommen- 
dations have been coded as scheduled for “action now, action later,” or 
have been designated “invalid.” This process of followup will continue until 
everything which can and should be done has actually been accomplished. 


The faculty are to be congratulated on having completed, simultaneous- 
ly with the self-evaluation, a complete written course of study for the 
school. Only those who participated are aware of what this has meant in 
terms of hours of work and degree of creative effort. Once a course of 
study has been completed it must be constantly readjusted, improved, and 
re-aligned to keep pace with growth in human knowledge and also from 
the point of view of coordination with the elementary and junior high 
school curricula which form its foundation. 


Probably the most important development in our overall curriculum 
structure in the next few years will be the development of a workable plan 
for the coordination of content and methods within each curriculum area 
from first grade through the twelfth grade, This concept is usually referred 
to as vertical articulation and implies that a strong foundation in each 
subject area will be laid in the first six years, that the work in the junior 
and senior high schools will be sequentially related to the base without 
either duplication or omission, and that the entire learning experience from 
beginning to end will be smooth, progressive, and significant. This school 
system has grown to a point where the problem of articulation will require 
more than incidental attention. It is here recommended that over the next 
two years a coordinator, selected because of both intellectual competence 
in his field and for pursuasive personal characteristics, shall be appointed 
for each of the major curriculum areas. At the start. of the program it is 
intended that token salary recognition only shall be made. The coordinators 
will be obligated to secure periodic consultation and communication among 
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all teachers, regardless of grade level, who are responsible for instruction 
in the particular subject area. As time goes on, these part-time coordinators 
will be charged with the responsibility of bringing about a closer integration 
between the courses of study at all grade levels. Similarly, they will be 
responsible for bringing about insight on the part of instructors at one 
level in to the problems faced by instructors working at other levels in 
the same content field. It is not necessarily implied that in every case a 
high school teacher will be selected, although there will be a tendency for 
this to be the case. The dollar cost of this organizational refinement will 
be very small, but the potential benefits which should result from such a 
program will be considerable. 


Algonquin Regional High School was faced with a critically important 
decision as to faculty salaries this winter. The Massachusetts Legislature, 
recently created an upheaval in teachers’ salaries throughout the State by 
increasing the minimum salary from $4,000 to $4,500. There is now a bill 
before the Legislature, which has been given a fifty-fifty chance of success 
by legislative observers, which will increase the legal minimum salary to 
$5,000 if it is enacted. Furthermore, a faculty of much more than usual 
competence has been assembled here through the consistent effort of our 
school committees over the past.six or seven years. This most desirable 
objective has-been accomplished: by means of paying slightly higher salaries 
than have been available from. the majority of the neighboring communities. 
If we were to hold successfully the key faculty people on the staff at 
present, and also to be in a position to attract new teachers of similar 
potentiality, an upward revision in the salaries was clearly necessary at 
this time. The minimum salary for next September has been fixed by the 
School Committee at $5,000, which figure, we believe, will be sufficiently 
attractive to maintain our current strength and hopefully to improve it. 
It should be mentioned that one of the reasons for constantly increasing 
salaries to public school teachers is the fact that industry is currently of- 
fering from a thousand to fifteen hundred dollars more to young college 
craduates than is available to young people seeking a teaching career. In 
the long run, the gradual increase of teachers’ salaries to a point where they 
will be more or less equivalent to industrial offerings is in the public in- 
terest. It is clearly desirable that the young people who will be responsible 
for the educational preparation of tomorrow’s citizens should come from 
the top rather than the middle or bottom ability groups of the available 
supply of young people. It is a simple statistical fact that there are not 
enough well-qualified new teachers to meet the demands of swelling en- 
rollments at all levels from kindergarten to the university. Under these 
circumstances it is quite obvious that it is necessary for us to offer better 
than average salaries if we are to obtain services of the outstanding young 
teachers which we need so much. We hope and believe that the citizens of 
our communities will support this policy now and in the future. 


In closing this report, I would emphasize the basic appreciation of the 
communities for the generally fine performance of the Algonquin staff 
during Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-three. On behalf of that same staff, I 
would pledge anew to the citizens of Northborough and Southborough a 
continued striving toward the excellence which is our goal. *

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Roger K. Poole 
Superintendent of Schools “ 
Northborough-Southborough Regional School District 


Dear Mr. Poole: 


-As the Algonquin administrator, I hereby submit my fifth annual report 
— it is for the year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-three. 


Graduation 

Ninety-seven members were included in Algonquin’s fourth graduating 
class, when diplomas were presented on June 13, 1963. This, incidentally, 
was the first class to pursue its entire senior high school training at Al- 
gonquin, having entered as our first freshman class in September 1959. 


Fifty-seven members of these 1963 graduates have continued their for- 
mal education at institutions of higher learning. This represents 58.5% 
of the class. : 


Enrollment 
Registration figures on October 1, 1963 show class membership to be 
as follows:

Projection of enrollment figures for September 1964 indicates a fall regis- 
tration of approximately 770 students forthe 1964-65 school year. 


Accordingly, we can anticipate reaching the practical working capacity 
of our high school plant within the next three years when the student en- 
rollment reaches eight hundred pupils. If we are to maintain our present 
school philosophy, and present the same kind of high standard curriculum 
offering, then additional room space will be required by 1966 or 1967. 


Only by regimentation of students into each avaliable classroom could 
we possibly approach the recommended state maximum capacity of one 
thousand pupils. Under these conditions of overcrowding we could not hope 
to retain the academic standards we are presently maintaining. 


Curriculum 

Added to the course of study this year were: developmental reading, 
personal typing, French IV, and modifications of science course offerings. 
Spanish ITY and German III will be offered in September 1964. 


“The most significant changes in the Science Department in 1963 have 
been in the areas of curriculum and course offering. Of fourteen courses 
now taught, five are completely new and two are entirely revised in subject 
matter content from earlier years. 


“Two of the new courses are in the area of earth science; one is at the 
honors level, the other, standard. These are intended primarily for students 
who have done well in junior high science and are able to undertake a pene- 
trating study of one major branch of science in the freshman year. General 
science continues to be available for freshmen who require a less rigorous 
program. The success of this plan has been clearly shown. 


“Two new courses for students not intending to go to college are Survey 
Chemistry and Survey Physics, each of which in one half year make available 
some of the basic understandings of their respective bodies of knowledge. 
Student elections have been numerous and it is felt an important need is

being filled. Physical Science is a new course at practical level for seniors. 
It is remedial and flexible in its approach and is a final effort to equip the less 
academic student with valuable knowledge and attitudes in the field of science. 


“The two courses which have undergone complete reshaping are Chem- 
istry and Biology at the honors level. Major curriculum revisions brought 
about by the Chemical Education Material Study (CHEMS) and Biological 
Sciences Curriculum Study (BSCS) have been adopted and are proving their 
worth. These programs involve the student to a larger than usual extent in 
investigation and critical thinkings. Far greater than usual demands are 
put upon the teacher, especially in preparation of laboratory materials. 


“This report has dealt with the most sweeping changes brought about to 
date in the Science Department. They have been made possible by a study 
of the needs of students, availability of teaching materials, development of 
new curricula and, most importantly, by the fact that in four years many 
problems have been solved and gains made by a science faculty which con- 
tinues ready to take on new and energy-consuming problems.” 


Co-Curriculum 


The year 1963 was a most successful year in the areas of school dramatics, 
musicals, publications and interscholastic sports. 


Southern Worcester County League Championship titles were won by 
the Algonquin boys varsity teams in basketball, track and football. 


An intra-mural ice hockey league for the boys has been organized and 
the Saint Mark’s School in Southborough has generously made available to 
us, without charge, the facilities of their ice skating rink. 


Further expansion of the sports program is scheduled for 1964 when a 
freshman football schedule will be presented for the first time. 


Foreign Exchange Program 


After a year of careful preparation and long range planning, the Algon- 
quin Chapter of the American Field Service was able to fulfill both of its 
objectives during 1963. 


1. Frank Tetreault from Northborough, and of the Algonquin Class of 
1964, spent the summer of 1963 in Germany. He was selected as our 
representative to participate in the foreign exchange program, as 
sponsored by the American Field Service. 


2, Miss Akemi Takahashi from Japan, as a part of this same American 
Field Service program, is spending the academic year of 1963-64 here 
at Algonquin as a member of the senior class. Mr. and Mrs. Raymond 
Dumont of Southborough are serving as the host family, assisted by 
their daughter Donna, also an Algonquin senior class member. 


Both of these young students have responded enthusiastically to these 
valuable opportunities for better international understanding between nations. 


Accordingly, the Algonquin Chapter of the American Field Service, with 
Mrs. Philip C. Beals serving as chairman, are negotiating for a two way ex- 
change of students again in 1964. 


Evaluation and Accreditation 


Much time and effort during the first three formative years of our newly 
instituted high school was devoted to preparation for the Visiting Committee 
of the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. es 


As the educational accrediting agency for New England, this association 
designates a visiting committee of educators in specialized areas to formally 
evaluate secondary high schools, once every ten years. 


A committee of twenty-one members were in residence at Algonquin on 
January 15, 16, 17, 1963 with Principal John Walsh of North Quincy High 
School serving as chairman.

A detailed report of several pages was filed. It included a preface which 
was most gratifying to us all. It reads as follows: 

“We are deeply grateful to the staff of the Algonquin Regional High 
School who made the visit so pleasant. The experience was stimulating and 
rewarding. 

“It is the assignment of a Visiting Committee to be constructively critical 
and impartially objective. To these ends we reviewed the check lists, the 
evaluations and comments and the recommendations of the Algonquin staff. 
We visited classes, examined the plant in all its aspects, studied all phases 
of school operation and talked with administrators, teachers and pupils. The 
report of each sub-committee was discussed with great care by the entire 
Visiting Committee. The final report in each area bears the stamp of approval 
of the whole Committee. 

“A recommendation by the Visiting Committee does not in itself imply 
that the existing conditions are unsatisfactory. It may more likely reflect its 
effort to make what is now functioning well function better. We trust that our 
findings will prove to be valid, significant and helpful. The oral report pre- 
sented at the close of our working period summarized the highlights of the 
Committee reports. The following is in essence what was said: 

“ ‘Algonquin Regional High School is an excellent school. The Committee 
is profoundly impressed by the effective manner in which the principal, James 
Higgiston, and his staff have responded to the courageous and forceful lead- 
ership of the superintendent, Roger Poole, in the effective development and 
growth of the school. The Regional School Cmmittee has given clear evidence 
of strong support. There is every indication of notable good judgment and 
foresight in the endeavor. 

“Tt is evident that the entire project has been carried out in an atmos- 
phere of unified public support for the establishment of a good school. For this 
we commend the citizens of Northborough and Southborough. The Committee 
trusts that the communities through their elective representatives will con- 
tinue to support the superintendent and his school staff to the end that gains 
made will neither be lost nor diminished. 

“We find an excellent staff which is well trained, alert to new trends, 
dedicated to its tasks — all operating under fine administrative direction. 
The Philosophy is succinctly stated and carefully implemented. If it is not 
now realized to the fullest degree in all areas, the guide posts are clearly 
defined. The staff is aware of the unfinished tasks and the directions in which 
it is to go. 

“We are conscious of disciplined control in a democratic atmosphere. 
The Committee notes high staff and pupil morale, an attractive salary sched- 
ule, a very good pupil-teacher cooperation. There is a notable degree of staff 
stability as evidenced by the remarkable few changes in personnel since the 
establishment of the school. 

“‘The building is extremely well designed, furnished and equipped. The 
grounds are spacious and attractive. Together they provide a site thoroughly 
conducive to high morale and sound learning.’ ” 

Follow-up 

Relative to plant, program and personnel, the Visiting Committee’s report 
included one hundred and thirty-five specific commendations and ninety-three 
recommendations. . 

During the remainder of the calendar year of 1963, action has already 
been taken on thirty-three of the above ninety-three recommendations, and 
it is reasonable to think that at least as many more will have been acted upon 
before the two year follow-up report to the New England Associations of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools is due in January 1965. 

Because some of these recommendations may and do involve further 
financial outlay for plant, program and personnel, the final follow-up report 
on all ninety-three recommendations is not due until January 1968. 

We are maintaining a most satisfactory time schedule. 

To the superintendent, our school committee, and our two communities, 
we express our appreciation for their cooperative effort in support of the 
Algonquin educational program.

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REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Guidance Department at Algonquin Regional High School, during the 
past year, continued to attempt to meet the following objectives: 


1. The Department is organized for the prime purpose of providing a 
service to school and community. 

2. Counselors work with administrators, teachers and parents in a joint 
effort to help individual pupil adjustment. 

3. Counselors attempt to see all assigned students at least once per aca- 
demic year in a regularly scheduled interview. 

4. Students assigned to a counselor as freshmen will generally remain 
with that counselor through graduation. 

5. Counselors work with all students. They attempt to create an atmos- . 
phere in which students can make their own realistic decisions. 


In specific departmental areas, the following additions or alterations to 
the guidance program were initiated during the past year: 


1. The Differential Aptitude Test Battery was administered to all mem- 
bers of the junior class. This group of tests replaces the junior 
administration of the Iowa Tests of Educational Development. Grade 
nine students will continue to take the Iowa Tests in early fall. 

2. Grade ten students will be administered two tests: 

a) The Cooperative English and Reading Tests, and 
b) The Otis (Gamma) Intelligence Test. 

3. The Department will continue to endeavor to expand its placement 
function. With the objective of helping more students find full and 
part-time employment, letters of introduction have been sent to a 
number of potential sources of employment in the communities of 
Northborough, Southborough, Worcester, Marlboro, Westboro and 
Framingham. 

4. A closer liaison with college admission officials has been established. 


In addition, counselors hope to be able to visit more college campuses 
than they have in the past. 


The Director of Guidance is gratified to note that the recommendation 
of the Evaluation Committee that an additional counselor be added to the 
Department received full school committee approval. As a consequence, in 
September 1964 two full-time counselors will be available in the high school. 
For the first time, a full-time counselor will be employed on the junior high 
school level. Under Title V of the National Education Defense Act, the De- 
partment will again become eligible for matching funds which are specifically 
allocated for expenditure on salaries for new counselors, new testing material, 
and guidance supplies of an occupational and educational nature. 


Follow-up 


The initial follow-up of the Class of 1963 is-reported below. It is of 
interest to note that approximately 59% of this class is continuing its educa- 
tion beyond the secondary school level.

these awards are renewable, it can be presumed that the final figure will ulti- 
mately reach a significantly higher total, 


Current skyrocketing college costs make it virtually impossible for some 
of our students to attend the college of their choice without some financial 
aid, The organizations of Northborough and Southborough, which so gener- 
ously made financial awards to needy and worthy students, are to be com- 
mended for their civic-mindedness and foresight. They have made an invest- 
ment in the future which cannot be measured in dollars alone. 


Drop-out Study 


In response to the nation wide concern over the drop-out rate at the high 
school level, a study of Algonquin’s drop-outs was undertaken this past fall. 
From September 1962 to September 1963, a total of fifteen students left 
school before graduation. This number represented 2.38% of our school en- 
rollment. In the public schools of Massachusetts, 2.7% of the school popula- 
tion dropped out during the same period, 


Although these figures are reassuring, school officials realize that we 
cannot relax our vigilance. They are aware that we must continue to attempt 
to offer a program designed to meet the needs of the vast majority of our 
students. Teachers and counselors agree that we must be on the alert to 
recognize the potential school-leaver, and be ready to take steps necessary 
to educate him on the value of a high school diploma. 


In conclusion, counselors welcome the opportunity to meet and talk with 
parents. Conferences may be arranged by calling the high school between the 
hours of 7:45 a.m. and 4:00 p.m.

-REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE—1964 ~ 


To the Voters of the Town of Southborough 


Southborough is faced with a substantial increase in its tax 
rate this year. This increase can be attributed primarily to the 
growth of the town over the recent years. This growth has 
brought about a situation where the cost of schools, and other 
vital services, has increased at a greater rate than have our 
revenue sources.- k 


Such a situation must, inevitably, lead to an increased tax 
rate. In’ 1963 Southborough’s tax rate increased six dollars, 
from seventy-four to eighty dollars per thousand dollars of valu- 
ation. In 1964, a considerably larger increase appears to be un- 
avoidable. 


The total operating budget voted in 1963 amounted to 
$852,738.80. The total.operating budget recommended by this 
committee for 1964 is $944,570.41. Here we have an increase of 
approximately 90,000 Dollars. We believe that ‘this budget is 
realistic, and that its approval is necessary if the citizens of © 
Southborough are to receive adequate service from their town 
departments. 


About 70,000 Dollars of this budget increase is for schools. 
This continues a trend of sharply rising school costs, which this 
committee feels can and must be slowed down. Each year school 
costs become a larger per cent of the town’s total operating 
costs. We must realize that. we cannot starve other town depart- 
ments to meet the ever increasing monetary demands of our 
school system, , ce , 


It was with considerable reluctance that your Advisory 
Committee decided to recommend approval of this years school 
budgets, as they were submitted to us. However, we find that 
about eighty per cent of the overall school budget is for salaries, 
which have already been established and committed for 1964. 


a 


The remaining twenty per cent of. the budget is for all other 
operating costs, and quite obviously cannot be appreciably re- 
duced. In view of these facts, we have given our approval to the 
three school budget items. 


The Advisory Committee is convinced that the nearly con- 
tinuous rise in teacher salary scales, must now be stopped, at 
least temporarily..Our school teachers, are not underpaid. A 
stabilization of salary scales at the current level, for at least a 
year or two, should not place our schools at any competitive 
disadvantage. Such a stabilization of school costs must be 
achieved if further prohibitive tax rate increases are to be 
avoided. 


. Several other departmental budgets should be mentioned 
at this time. The first of these is the Town Collector’s, which 
has increased about two thousand dollars over the 1963 appro- 
priation. The work of this office is increasing. The increased 
budget will provide adequate equipment and clerical assistance 
for the Collector, and will enable him to continue the program 
of delinquent tax collection which is now well advanced. 


The increase in the Assessors budget will provide equip- 
ment necessary to make full use of the new maps, and to handle 
new forms being introduced by the State. 


A budget increased by five thousand dollars, has been ap- 
proved for the Police Department. Two additional full time 
patrolmen will be added to the Police Department. We sincerely 
believe that these men are absolutely necessary, if Southbor- 
ough is to be adequately patroled and protected, and that this 
police expansion has been achieved at a very reasonable cost. 


We have approved increases in the three fire departraent 
budgets, which will provide for needed repairs to existing equip- 
ment, and make possible the acquisition of, numerous small 
equipment items needed for efficient and safe operation. Under 
the Forest Fire budget, we have this year, approved a realistic 
figure for. salaries. This should eliminate the annual emergency 
outlay. for, this item. 


There is a new budget item this year, item number 34, 
Town Dump Maintenance. This provides for the attendants 
salary and for maintaining the dump. These items have previ- 
ously been included under a warrant article for rental of the 
dump. Now that the dump is owned by the Town, this money 
must be provided in the budget. 


The Committee’s advice on the warrant articles is printed 
beneath each article, except in cases where we required more 
time in order to properly investigate and evaluate the article. 
Our recommendations in these cases will be given on the floor 
at Town Meeting. 


We have recommended dismissal of several articles: Such a 
recommendation does- not necessarily mean that we feel that 
the article is bad, or unworthy of consideration. All articles’ are 
considered in the light of, first, the degree of necessity, and 
second, the Town’s ability to afford the outlays involved. It is 
inevitable that some quite worthy proposals will not pass these 
tests. 


Throughout the year to come, the Advisory Committee 
- plans to hold regular meetings for the purpose of conferring 
with the various town departments with regard to their future 
needs. In this way, we will lay the ground work for a sensible 
and prudent program of capital expenditure. We also intend to 
encourage an overall program of long range planning, and stir 
efforts towards the broadening of Southborough’s tax base. 


In closing, we want to thank the many Town Departments 
and Town Officials who have been most helpful and coopera- 
tive, Many questions have been resolved as a result of this 
cooperative spirit.

tension shall be made, and to authorize and instruct the Board 
of Water Commissioners in connection with said water main 
extension, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Proposed 
by Theophilda St. Maurice, Arthur J. St. Maurice) 


A recommendation on this Article will be made from the 
Town Hall floor. 


ARTICLE 43: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from any of its available funds and ap- 
propriate the sum of Twenty-six Hundred -($2,600.00) Dollars 
for the purpose of extending the water main in Southville Road 
in a westerly direction from the present main on Southville Road 
for a distance of approximately 200 feet, said extension to be 
paid for at the annual rate of 5% of the cost of installation, for 
' twenty (20) years, and in such manner and on such other terms 
and agreements as the Town may vote, or as the Board of Wa- 
ter Commissioners may impose, or do or act anything in relation 
thereto. (Proposed by Ear! White and 11 others)

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_. ARTICLE 44: To.see if the Town will vote to raise and

Terrace, and to determine the terms and conditions under which 
such extension shall be made, and to authorize and instruct the 
Board of Water Commissioners in connection with said Water - 
Main extension, or do-or act anything in relation thereto. (Pro- 
posed by David N. Pond and Mr. and Mrs. David T. Oakes, 
Marlene R. Dargie, James K. O’Brien, Richard H. McCarthy, 
Cherine N. Pond, Charles P. Harding, Roderick MacNeill)

ARTICLE 45: To see if the Town will vote for the.pur- 
pose of erecting and maintaining suitable buildings for the 
Highway Department, to acquire by purchase, or by gift, or by 
taking by right of eminent domain under the. provisions of 
Chapter 79 of the General Laws, or otherwise, a certain parcel 
of land believed to be owned by Joseph F. Cummings, Jr., situ- 
ated north of the northerly side of White Bagley Road, contain- 
ing approximately 3 acres of land, and bounded on the East by 
other land of said Cummings, about 300 feet; on the south by 
land of Commonwealth of Massachusetts, approximately 400 
feet on the west by land of Ware about 300 feét; and on the 
north by other land of said’ Cummings, about 400 feet; and to 
appropriate the sum of $9,000. therefor and to determine how 
said appropriation shall be raised, whether by taxation or by 
transfer from available funds, or by borrowing or otherwise, or 
do ot act anything in relation thereto.

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ARTICLE 46: To see if the Town will vote to revise, 
bring up to date and consolidate in one publication all of its by- 
laws, to select committees or persons for the purpose, and to 
raise and appropriate One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars or some 
other sum of money for such purpose, or do or act anything in 
relation thereto. (Proposed by the Board of Selectmen) 


It is recommended that a sum of $1,000.00 be raised and 
appropriated for the purpose of having one person, preferably 
the Town Counsel, bring existing Town By-Laws up to date 
and put them in usable condition, and publish same. It is further 
recommended that this be done prior to the next annual Town 
Meeting, and that a committee be then appointed to study the 
By-Laws and make recommendations for additions or changes 
to be considered at a subsequent Town Meeting. 


' ARTICLE 47: To see if the Town will vote for the pur- 
pose of enlarging the cemetery, to acquire by purchase or by 
gift or by taking by right of eminent domain under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 79 of the General Laws or otherwise, ne 
four following described parcels of land: 


Parcel 1. The land of Joseph Mauro, containing about 15 
acres of land, situated east of the easterly. side of Latisquama 
Road and south of the southerly end of Park Street and bounded 
on the east by land of New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company, on the south by land of Robert Sealey, and 
land formerly of Thomas H. Bagley, on the west and south by 
land of said Bagley, on the west by land of Joseph Cummings, 
Jr. and land now or formerly of James A. DeMone, or the south 
by land formerly of said DeMone, on the west by Latisquama 
Road, 15 feet, on the north by land of Ermete Gasparoni, et al, 
on the west by the easterly line as shown on a plan of land sur- 
veyed by James A. Bigelow, June 1899, to a corner of lot No. 3 
(now believed to be of Charles B. Saunders, et al), northwest- 
erly by several angles by a brook, northerly by land of Ravena 
Harding, 228.5 feet. 


Parcel 2. Land believed to be of James A. DeMone, con-

And to appropriate money therefor and to determine how 
such appropriation shall be raised, whether by transfer of avail- 
able funds, by tax levy, by borrowing or otherwise, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto. (Proposed by the Cemetery Com- 
missioners)

ARTICLE 48. To see if the town will vote to direct 
the selectmen to present a petition to the Legislature to estab- 
lish a town manager form of government for the Town of South- 
borough (in form as follows) or do or act anything in relation 
thereto: 
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- Section 1. Acceptance of This Act.—This act shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters of the town of Southborough at 
the annual town election in the year nineteen hundred and 
sixty-six. The vote shall be taken in precincts, by ballot, in 
accordance with the General Laws of Massachusetts and the 
by-laws of the town of Southborough, insofar as they are ap- 
plicable, in answer to the following question which shall be 
placed upon the official ballot to be used at such election :— 


“Shall an act passed by the General Court in the year nine- 
teen hundred and sixty-five entitled ‘An Act establishing a town 
manager form of government for the town of Southborough,’ be 
accepted by this town?” a 


If a majority of voters voting on this question vote in the 
affirmative, this act shall take effect immediately so far as it’ 
relates to the ensuing annual town election and shall take full 
effect upon the qualification of a majority of the selectmen first 
elected, as provided. in this act. If this act is rejected by the 
voters when so first submitted, it may be submitted in like 
manner at one or more annual town elections, and if approved 
it shall become effective as above, provided such submission is 
made, however, only pursuant to a petition therefor of ten per 
cent of the registered voters of the town, filed with the town 
clerk not later than thirty days prior to such annual town elec- 
tion. This act shall cease to be operative after nineteen hundred 
and sixty-nine unless sooner accepted by the town. 


Section 2. Scope of the Act—Whenever any bvuard, com- 
. mission, committee or office is provided for or referred to in 
this act, the term of office of the members or incumbents thereof 
the number of members and the powers, duties and obligations 
appertaining thereto, shall be the same as may now or hereafter 
be fixed by general provisions of law with respect to town 
boards commissions, committees or offices having correspond- 
ing powers or duties, or by the by-laws of the town, now or 
hereafter in force, except as expressly otherwise provided 
herein. ; 
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Section 3. By-Laws.—All by-laws, votes, rules and regula- 
tions in force.in the town of Southborough on the effective date 
of this act, not inconsistent with its provisions, whether enacted 
by the authority of the town, or any other authority, shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect until otherwise provided by-law, 
by-law or vote; all other by-laws, votes, rules and regulations 
so far as they refer to the town. of Southborough are hereby 
repealed and annulled but such repeal shall not revive any pre- 
existing enactment. 


Section 4. Elective Offices—Beginning with the first 
town election following acceptance of this act, the only boards, 
officers or committees to be elected by the voters shall be the 
selectmen, the school committee and the moderator. Every other 
elective office, board or commission shall be terminated as 
herein provided, any other provision of the law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The term of office of any person elected to any 
office, board or commission existing at the time of such ac- 
ceptance and terminated hereunder shall continue until such 
first town election and until the appointment. and qualification 
of his successor, if any, and’ thereafter the said offices, boards 
or commissions shall be abolished, and all powers, duties and 
obligations conferred or imposed thereon by law shall be ¢on- 
ferred and imposed upon the town manager, with the excep- 
tions herein provided. 


Section 5. ‘Election of Selectmen.—At the first annual 
town election following the acceptance of this act, thé voters 
shall elect by ballot five selectmen of whom the first two on the 
number of votes received shall serve three-years, the second two 
in such order shall serve two years, and the fifth shall serve one 
year, At each annual election thereafter there shall be elected, 
in place of those selectmen whose terms are about to expire, an 
equal number of selectmen each to serve for three years. When 
a vacancy occurs among the selectmen by reason of death, 
resignation, change of residence from the town, or other dis- 
ability the remaining selectmen shali-have the power to fill the 
vacancy until the next town election, at which the voters shall 
elect a selectman for the remainder of the unexpired term, 
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Section 6. Appointments by Selectmen.—The selectmen 
shall appoint and may remove a town manager as hereinafter 
provided, and shall appoint and may remove a board of appeals 
under the provisions of section eighty-one Z of chapter forty-one 
of the Gencral Laws, which board shall also act as the board of 
appeals under the by-laws, election officers, registrars of voters 
except the town clerk, constablés and the clerk of the selectmen. 


Section 7.. Appointments by Moderator—The moderator 
shall appoint the advisory board subject to the by-laws of the 
town of Southborough where applicable and shall appoint such 
special committees as the voters may designate. - 


Section 8. Multiple Officers—A member of the board of 
selectmen, or of the school committee, or of the advisory board, 
shall during the term for which he was elected or appointed, be 
ineligible either by election or appointment to hold any other 
town office. Any person elected or appointed to any other office, 
board, commission or committee under the provisions of this 
act or of any general or special law shall be eligible during the 
term of such office to election or appointment to any other town 
office, board; commission or committee, except that the town 
accountant shall not be eligible to hold the position. of town 
treasurer or town collector. The town manager, subject to any 
applicable provision of Jaw relating thereto, may assume the 
duties of any office which he is authorized to fill by appoint- 
ment, except that he shall not appoint himself as a member of 
any board or committee. 


Section 9. Investigations or Surveys.—For the purpose of 
making investigations or surveys, the town manager with the 
approval of the selectmen, may expend such sums for the em- 
ployment of experts, counsel and other assistants, and for other 
expenses in connection therewith, as the town may appropriate 
for such purposes. 


Section 10; Appointment of Town Manager.—The select- 
men elected’ as provided herein shall appoint, as soon as prac- 
ticable, for a term of five years, a town manager who shall be a 
person especially fitted by education, training and experience

to perform the duties of the office. The town manager shall he 
appointed without regard to his political beliefs. He need: not 
be a resident of the town or of this commonwealth when ap- 
pointed, and shall not during the twelve months prior to his 
appointment, have held any elective office in the town of 
Southborough, but shall be a resident of the town during his 
term of office. He may be appointed for successive terms of 
office. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the town 
manager shall be sworn to the faithful and impartial perform- 
ance thereof, by the town clerk, or by an officer qualified to 
administer the oaths. He shall execute a bond in favor of the 
town for the faithful performance of his duties in such sum and 
with such surety or sureties as may be fixed or approved by the 
selectmen. 


Section 11. Appointment of a Temporary Manager.—Any 
vacancy in the office of town manager shall be filled as soon 
as possible by the selectmen. Pending the appointment of a 
town manager or the filling of any vacancy, the selectmen may 
appoint a suitable person to perform the duties of the office. 


Section 12. Acting Manager.—The town manager may 
designate, by letter filed with the town clerk, a qualified officer 
of the town to perform his duties during his temporary absence 
or disability. ‘In the event of failure of the town manager to 
make such designation, the selectmen.may, by resolution desig- 
nate an officer of the town to perform the duties of the manager 
until he shall return or his disabuity cease. 


Section 13, Removal of the Manager.—The selectmen by 
a majority vote of the full membership of the board, may re- 
move the town manager. At least thirty days before such pro- 
posed removal shall become effective, the selectmen shall file a 
preliminary written resolution with the town clerk setting forth 
in detail the specific reasons for his proposed removal, a copy 
of which resolution shall be delivered to the town manager. The 
manager may reply in writing to the resolution and may request 
a public hearing. If the manager so requests, the board of 
selectmen shall hold a public hearing not earlier than twenty 
days nor later than thirty days after the filing of such request. 
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After such public hearing, if any, otherwise at the expiration 
of thirty days following the filing of the preliminary resolutions, 
and after full consideration, the selectmen by a majority vote 
of the full membership of the board, may adopt a final resolution 
of removal. In the preliminary resolution, the selectmen may 
suspend the manager from duty, but in any case his salary shall 
continue to be paid until the expiration of one month from the 
date of adoption of the final resolution of removal. 


Section 14. Compensation of Manager.—The. town. man- 
ager shall receive such compensation for his services:-.as the 
selectmen shall determine, but it shall not exceed the amount 
appropriated therefor by the town. 


Section 15. Powers and Duties of. Manager.—In addition 
to any other powers and duties expressly provided for in this 
act, the town manager shall have the following powers and 
ae — 


(a) He shall supervise and direct: the staanietaton of all 
departments, commissions, boards and offices, except those 
mentioned in sections four, five, and.six, and shall appoint, and 
may, subject to the provisions of chapter thirty-one of the Gen- 
eral Laws where applicable, remove the cemetery commission- 
ers, water commissioners, board of health, board of public wel- 
fare, planning board, personnel board, library trustees, trustees 
of trust funds, a town collector, a town counsel, a town ac- 
countant, a town clerk, a town treasurer who may also act as 
town collector, a board of assessors of three members, as 
hereinafter provided, the chief of police and police officers, the 
chief and members’ of the fire department, and such other offi- 
cers and employees, including school janitors, as may be neces-: 
sary to carry out the powers and duties imposed upon him or 
upon the town either by this act, or by other provisions of law. 
Officers and employees not subject to chapter thirty-one of the 
General Laws; shall not be removed by the town manager ex- 
cept on‘ten- days’ notice in manne setting forth the cause of 
such removal. ae 


“(b) With respect to the wage. or salary or classification of. 
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employees appointed by the town manager, he shall be governed 
by the provisions of Salary Administration Plan of the town of 
Southborough which may be in effect, as the same may be 
amended from time to time and for so long as the same. may re- 
main in force, all in accord with the applicable provisions of 
chapter thirty-one and of section one hundred and eight A of 
chapter forty-one of the General Laws. 


(c) The town manager shall attend all regular meetings of 
the board of selectmen except meetings at which his removal 
is being considered. 


(d) The town manager shall keep full and complete records 
of his office, and shall render as often as may be required by the 
board of selectmen, a full report of all operations during the 
period reported: on. . 


(e) The town manager shall keep the selectmen fully ad- 
vised as to the needs of the town and shall recommend to the 
selectmen for adoption such measures requiring action by them 
or by the town as he may deem necessary or expedient. 


(f) -The town manager shall have jurisdiction over the 
rental and use of all town property, except schools. He shall be 
responsible for the maintenance and repair of all town property 
including school buildings and grounds. Except as otherwise 
voted by the town, he shall. be responsible for the preparation 
of plans and the supervision of work on all construction, recon- 
struction, alterations, improvements and other undertakings 
authorized by the town, subject, however, to the approval of the 
school committee with respect to plans for the construction or 
improvement of school buildings or property. 


 (g) The town manager shall purchase all supplies, material 
and equipment, and shall award all contracts for all departments 
and activities of the town under his. supervision; and he shall 
make all purchases for departments or activities not under his 
supervision but only upon and in accordance with a requisition 
duly signed by the héad of any such department. 
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(h) The town manager shall administer either directly or 
through a person or persons appointed by him in accordance 
with this act, all provisions of general or special laws applicable 
to said town, all by-laws and all regulations established by the 
selectmen. 


(i) The town manager shall, with the approval of the select- 
men, have authority to prosecute, defend or compromise all 
litigation to which the town is a party. 


(j) The town manager shall perform such other duties, con- 
sistent with his office, as may be required of him by the by-laws 
.or vote of the town or by vote of the selectmen. 


(k) The town manager shall have access to all town books 
and papers for information necessary for the proper perform- 
ance of his duties, and may without notice cause the affairs of 
any department or activity under his control or the conduct of 
any officer or employee thereof to be examined. 


(1) When incident to reorganization, the town manager 
may, with the approval of the selectmen, transfer the appropria- 
tion of one department, commission, board or office, in whole or 
in part, to another. 


Section 16. Appointment of Assessors.—The town. mana- 
ger shall appoint a principal assessor, who shall devote his full 
time and attention to the duties of his office, and shall.serve as 
chairman of the board and two additional assessors. 


Section 17. Approval of Warrants.—The town manag2r 
shall be the chief fiscal officer of the town. Warrants for the pay- 
ment of town funds prepared by the town accountant in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section fifty-six of chapter forty-one 
of the General Laws shall be submitted to the town manager. 

- The approval of any such warrant by the town manager when 
countersigned by a majority cf the selectmen, shall be sufficient 
authority to-authorize payment by the town treasurer, but the 
selectmen alone shall.approve all warrants in the event of the 
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absence of the town manager or a vacancy in the once of town 
menager. : 


Section 18. Investigation of Claims.— Whenever any pay- 
roll, bill or other claim, against the town is presented to the 
town manager, he shall, if the same seems to him to be of doubt- 
ful validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise contrary to the 
interests of the town, refer it to the selectmen, who shall im- 
mediately investigate the facts and determine what, if any, pay- 
ment should be made. Pending such investigation and determi- 
nation by the selectmen, payment shall be withheld. 


Section 19. Certain’ Offiecrs not to make Contracts with 
the Town. It shall be unlawful for any selectmen, the town 
ihanager, or any other elective or appointive official of the town, 
directly or indirectly, to make a contract with the town, or to 
receive any commission, discount, bonus, gift, ‘contribution or 
reward from, or any share in the profits of, any person or corpo- 
ration making or performing such a contract, unless the official 
concerned, immediately upon learning of the existence of such 
a contract, or that such a contract is proposed, shall notify the 
selectmen in writing of the contract ‘and of the nature of his 
iriterest therein and shall abstain from doing any official act on 
behalf of the town in reference thereto. In case such’ interest 
exists on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such a 
contract on behalf of the town, the contract may be made by 
another officer of the town duly authorized thereto by’ vote of 
the-selectmen. Violation of: any provision of this section shall 
render the contract in respect to which such violation. occurs 
voidable at the option of the town. 


‘Section 20. Estimates of Expenditures—All boards, - offi- 
cers and committees of the town shall annually, at the request 
of the town manager, submit to him in writing a detailed esti- 
mate of the appropriations required for the efficient and proper 
conduct of their respective departments and offices during the 
next fiscal year. On or before the twentieth day. of December of 
each year the town manager shall submit. to each member of 
the advisory board and of the board of selectmen a copy of his 
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annual budget which shall contain a careful, detailed estimate 
of the probable expenditures of the town for the ensuing fiscal 
year, including a statement of the amounts required to meet the 
interest and maturing bonds and notes or other indebtedness of 
the town, and showing specifically the amount necessary to be 
provided for each office, department and activity, together with 
a statement of the expenditures for the same purposes in the two 
preceding years and an estimate of the expenditures for the cur- 
rent year. He shall also submit a statement showing all revenues 
received by the town in the two preceding years, together with 
an estimate of the receipts of the current year and an estimate 
of the amount of income from all sources of revenue exclusive 
of taxes upon property in the ensuing year. He shall also report 
to said committee and to the selectmen the probable amount 
required to be raised by taxation to defray all of the proposed 
expenditures of the town, together with an estimate of the tax 
rate necessary therefor. 


Section 21. Existing Contracts and Proceedings.—No con- 
tract existing and no action at law or suit in equity or other 
proceeding pending at the time this act is accepted or at the 
time of revocation of such acceptance shall be affected by such 
acceptance or revocation. 


Section 22. Duties of Certain Town Officials Relative to 
Election.—It shall be the duty of the selectmen and town clerk 
in office and any other town official upon whom by reason of his 
office a duty devolves under the provisions of this act, when this 
act is accepted by the registered voters as herein provided, to 
comply with all the requirements of law relating to elections, to 
the end that all things may be done necessary for the nomination 
and election of the officers first to be elected under this act. 


Section 23. Revocation.—At any time after the expiration 
of three years-from the date of acceptance of this act, and not 
less than sixty days before the date of an annual meeting, a 
petition signed by not less than ten per cent of the registered 
voters of the town may be filed with the selectmen, requesting 
that the question of revoking the acceptance of this act be sub- 
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mitted to the voters at the next annual town méeting, The 
seléctmen shall théreupon direct the town clerk to cause the said 
question: to be printed on the official ballot to be used at the 
“next annual town election 4 ‘in the following manner:— 


“Shall the acceptance by the town of Southborough of an 
act passed by the General Court in the year nineteen hundred 
and sixty-six entitled ‘An Act establishing a town manager form 
of government for the town of Southborough’ be revoked ?” 


If such revocation is favored by a majority of the qualified 
voters voting thereon, the acceptance of this act shall be revoked 
and this act shall become null and void beginning with the 
annual town meeting next following such vote, provided that all 
town officers holding office under this act shall continue to hold 
office until their successors have been duly qualified. At the 
first annual town election following such vote of revocation the 
registered voters of the town shall elect by ballot all elective 
officers, boards, and committees whose élection to office was 
required immediately prior to the acceptance of this act, pro- 
vided, however, that the town does not vote to accept other 
plans which provide for a different arrangement from that exist- 
ing immediately prior to the acceptance of this act. It shall be 
the duty of the selectmen and the town clerk in office and any 
other town official upon whom by reason of this office a duty 
devolves when this act is revoked, to coriply with all of the 
requirenents of this section relating to elections, to the end that 
all things may be done necessary for the nomination and elec- 
tion of the officers required to be elected following the revoca- 
tion of this act. The said revocation shall not affect any contract 
then existing or any action at law or any suit in equity or any 
other proceedings then pending, with the exception of any con- 
tract made by the town with the town manager then in office, 
whose contract shall be terminated immediately upon such vote, 
but who shall receive three months compensation from the date 
following such vote. The board of selectmen shall be charged 
with all the powers and duties of the town manager’ which 
duties and responsibilities may be discharged by themselves or 
by a temporary town manager appointed by them. Any special

laws relative to said town which are repealed by this act shall 
be revived by such revocation. By-laws, votes, rules and regula- 
tions repealed and annulled, as provided in section three shall 
be revived by such revocation. By-laws, votes and rules and 
regulations in force when said revocation takes effect, so far as 
they are consistent with the general laws respecting town gov- 
ernment and town officers and with special laws, shall not be 
affected thereby. If such revocation is not favored by a majority 
of the voters voting thereon, no further petition therefor shall 
‘be filed under this section oftener than once in every three years 
thereafter.

-ARTICLE 50: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars 


to be used by the School Committee, in addition to its regular 
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budget, for the purpose“of providing school bus transportation 
for all school children attending the Southboro Public Schools 
without limitation as to location of their homes, or take any ac- 
tion relating thereto.

ARTICLE 51: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following By-Law: : 


“ARTICLE 9B” 


“Section 1. There shall be a Gas Inspector who shall an- 
nually, on the first day of April, be appointed by the Board. of 
Selectmen to serve for one year from April 1, or until his suc- 
cessor is appointed. The person so appointed shall, if possible, 
be a citizen and resident of the Town not regularly employed 
out of Town, nor regularly absent from Town. Such person 
shall hold a license as prescribed in Chapter 25 of the General 
Laws. His salary shall be established at the time of his appoint- 
ment, and shall not exceed $ “in any calendar year. 


“Section 2.. Whenever, in the opinion of the Gas Inspector, 
any appliance or connection through which gas flows, or in 
which gas is used, is in dangerous, defective or unsafe condition, 
the said Gas Inspector may order the owner or user of such de- 
fective connection or appliance, to remedy the same. If. the 
owner, or user, of such defective or dangerous appliance or con- 
nection, fails within 14 days to comply with any such order, the 
Gas Inspector may shut off the flow of gas in said connection or 
appliance, and no further gas will be permitted to flow to the 
premises of such owner or user until such dangerous, defective 
or unsafe ‘condition has been remedied and’the Gas Inspector 
has so certified as hereinafter provided. The Gas Inspector’ shall: 
inspect all work done in compliance with any such order, and: 
shall, if such defective, dangerous and unsafe condition has been 
remedied, issue to such owner or user, a certificate so stating, 
and shall retain one copy thereof for his records, and shall file 
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one copy thereof with the Town Clerk, who eta record the 
same in a book kept for the purpose. 


“Section 3. No gas appliance, fixture or fitting of any kind 
shall be installed in any building until such proposed installa- 
tion has been approved by the Gas Inspector, and a permit 
therefor issued by him. The fee for each such permit, payable 
in advance to the Gas Inspector for the use of the Town, shall 
be $ 


“Section 4. The Gas Inspector shall perform such other 
duties and shall have such other powers as may be imposed or 
authorized by law,” or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

(Proposed by the Town Counsel) 


It is recommended that this Article be accepted. 


ARTICLE 52: To see if the Town will vote to accept as 
a Code for the installation of gas appliances and gas piping 
within the Town of Southborough, the “MASSACHUSETTS 
CODE FOR INSTALLATION OF GAS APPLIANCES 
AND GAS PIPING,” as established under Chapter 737 of 
the Acts of 1960, effective November 26, 1962, as promulgated 
and adopted by the Massachusetts Gas Regulatory Board, to- 
gether with all amendments and addenda which .are-a part 
thereof, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 
(Proposed by the Town Counsel) 


It is recommended that this Article be accepted.
